SACRAMENTO, Aug. 24.—[Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.] The guesses of all the 
Gage guessers have been discounted 
and double-discounted, the figures of 
the most sanguine figurer have been 
augmented by many numbers, the con- 
fidence of the most confident has been 
made to appear as the very apotheosis 
of modesty, for Henry T. Gage was 
nominated this afternoon by acclama- 
tion. 

It has been a great day for the 
South, a section of the commonwealth 
of gold, famous for its audacity, prog- 
ress substantial and political 
achievements, and it was a great and 
glorious day for that strong, master- 
ful, splendid gentleman who is_ to- 
night the nominee for an office which 
he declared to the listening and ap- 
plauding thousands of his fellow-citi- 
zens today, he would rather have than 
be President of the American republic. 

AN INSPIRING SCENE. 

The scene was inspiring, and the man 
was in himself an inspiration. The 
colors of the flag of glory are domed 
overhead in graceul lines like a gigan- 
tic inverted lily. All about the can- 
vass walk of the monster tent that 
has been set up within a great barn- 
like area to serve as a political wig- 
wam there glow the. stars that are 
set in a field of blue, and the es- 
cutcheons of the States of the Union, 
Behind the speaker there look into 
the faces of the delegates portraits of 
Lincoln, the emancipator, America’s 
martyred hero of biessed and immortal 
memory; of Grant, the gallant captain 
who led our boys in blue through 
scenes of slaughter to magnificent vic- 
tory, and of Uncle Billy Sherman, who 
marched to the sea and fastened a 
hawser to the seceding States. that 
to hold them to. the 
Union, while in another part of the 
great auditorium there is pictured 
upon the wall a quintette of heroes, 
Farragut, Dewey, Miles, Sampson and 
Schley, whose names are a heritage of 
glory to their country, and whose 
deeds are part of that country’s ever- 
lasting story of valor. It was amid 
such a scene as this that the repre- 
sentatives of the Republicans of Cali- 
fornia met today to nominate a Gov- 
ernor. 

Flanking the stage on the right there 
is massed a throng of the beautiful 
women of the State, gowned in those 
light and fluffy fabrics that are the 
joy of the male heart, and the delight 
of the laundry magnate. Upon _ the 
great platform that stretches across 
the westerly end of the auditorium, 
there are seated other ladies in cos- 
tumes becoming to themselves and the 
season, and an aggregation of the 
famous~men of the State, men who 
bear names that are fit to conjure with. 

After a wait of one hour the Com- 
mittee on Credentials makes its re- 
port; then there is another wait for 
the platform. The chairman calls for 
that prince of orators, Gen. W. H.-L. 
Barnes. The house wakens up, the 
audience stirs in its seat, and prepares 
to listen, for when Barnes speaks there 
is always something to listen to be- 
sides a mere wobble and waste of 
words. The famous speaker pays a 
tribute to the glories of the Repub- 
lican party; he apostrophises the flag, 
‘whose stars shine like torches im- 
mortal in the midnight sky;"’ he makes 
an appeal for the retention of evcry 
rod of soil wrenched from the cruel 
hands of Spain by the valor of our 

ghters on sea and land; he sends 
some stinging shafts of sarcasm in the 
direction of Maguire and the Pinto 
party that makes up his ragamuffin 
political army, and closes with a pero- 
ration that is the embodiment and em- 
blazony of. oratory. 

There are calls for George Knight, 
but he has escaped behind the arras, 
and then there is a recess until 1 
o'clock, for the platform has gone to 
bed with Reuben H. Lloyd, and there 
can be no further proceedings until 
the pair of them’are up, dressed, and 
have their breakfast.

casting a dornick at the millions of 
untrammelled American citizens who 
manage to go through life without 
having to fawn about the doors of 
conventions in order to secure patron- 
age that they cannot get on their 
merits as craftsmen. But even Re- 
publican conventions are not insured 
against ‘making mistakes, as may be 
shown more than once ere this body 
and its offshoot conventions adjourn 
sine die. The reading concludes. There 
is a feeble effort to change a word in 
one of the planks of the platform, and 
the effort fails. A motion to adopt is 
carried and adopted, and now for the 
horse race.

Timothy Guy Phelps of San Mateo 
walks down from under a banner that 
tells what county that gentleman hails 
from to nominate Pardee of Alameda 
for Governor.

STARVING PRISONERS. | 


AGUINALDO’S BRUTAL INDIFFER- 
ENCE AROUSES MERRITT. 


The American General Orders Daily 
Rations Delivered to the Im- 
prisoned Spaniards—Several Ex- 
treme Cases Found. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.} 
CAVITE (Philippine Islands,) Aug. 
25.—[Exclusive Dispatch.] Agu‘tnaldo’s 


‘prisoners in Cavite have been officially 


declared +o be im a starving condition. 
Gen. Merritt issued orders that rations 
be regularly issued to them. Less than 
one hundred Spanish prisoners are in 
rebel hands ‘n Cavite, and the manner 
in which they are treated latterly is full 
of ominous sugges‘ions as to the fate 
of other men held by the imsurgemts 
and imprisoned at different points on 
the island. The Cavite prisoners were 
examined and inspected by Lieut.-Col. 
D. L. Brainerd and Dr. C. E. Woodruff. 
‘They reported that while the guards 
were well fed the prisomers are no* 
given enough to keep the body amd soul 
together. All are im bad conGition, and 
there are several extreme cases. 

When Merritt received the report he 
at once issued orders directing that 
each prisoner be given a pound of flour 
and half a pound of meat daily. There 
are about four thousand prisoners in 
the garrison at Subig, Imus, Rampan- 
gas, Bulucam amd other points, and it 
is feared’ that if the insurgents fail to 
provide for the captives held under the 
eyes of the Americans at Cavite they 
will not treat their prisoners so well 
where there is no restraint. In the 
early days of his success and when Ca- 
vite was his principal prison, Aguinaldo 
treated his prisoners very well. Freeh 
beef wags killed for them and they were 


/given practically the same food as the 


insurgents. Then came a shortage in 
the dictatorial treasury, and the neces- 
sity for more room for the American 
troops caused it to be decided to re- 
move all prisoners from Cavite. Since 
their departure some weeks ago, vague 
rumors of their maltreatment have 
reached the fleet and the post, but there 
has been no means of investigation. 
The matter will receive attention as 
soon as possible. It is not at all im- 
probable that many reports are true, 
for the natives hold life amd property 
at a much lower figure than most peo- 
ple, and beyond it all there is @ deep 
desire for revenge on their part.

CUBAN DUTIES.

HAVANA, Aug. 25.—[Exclusive Dis- 
patch.] The Spanish government de- 
cided yesterday to amnoumce that the 
decree regarding the payment of duties 
upon goods coming from Santiago and 
other Cuban ports occupied by Ameri- 
can forces affects equally the merchan- 
Gise imported from abroad and that 
coming from such parts of the island. 
It is held in effect that these parts of 
the island are foreign territory. In re- 
gard to matural manufactured pro- 
ducts of the region affected by the de- 
cree it is proposed to suggest to the 
Central government the advisability of 
reaching a modus vivendi on the sub- 
ject with the American government. In 
the mean time it is further suggested 
that such merchandise shall remain in 
the bonded warehouses. 

Supplies are reaching Havana, but ar- 
ticles of prime mecessity, such as bread, 
eggs, meat and butter are still very 
dear. According to the report by the 
commanding general of the department 
of Sancti Spiritis, two Americans who 
served in Gen. Maximo Garcia's army 
surrendered themselves to him. They 
came in without arms and so ill with 
fever that they had to be sent to the 
hospital immediately. 

STARVING WORKINGMEN.

GIBRALTAR, Aug. 25.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.]

OHIO DEMOCRATS. 


Platform Declares Against Eixpan- 
sion and for a Canal. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

DAYTON (0.,) Aug. 24,.—The Demo- 

cratic State Convention assembled at 11 
o'clock today, at the Fairview Casino, 
a suburban summer resort. The at- 
tendancé of delegates was not as large 
as usual, but the factional fighting was 
more bitter than usual. For two days 
the factions headed respectively 
Joseh H. Dowling and Allen O. Myers 
has contended for control of the con- 
vention, the State Committee and the 
Whole party organization. It was ex- 
pected that the fattions would fight on 
the floor of the convention, and a large 
crowd of visitors assembled to witness 
the exhibition. 
The convention was called to order 
by W. W. Dumbin, chairman of the 
State Committee, who briefly reviewed 
the work of the last campaign. The 
resolutions adopted reaffirm the Chi- 
cago platform; and say: “We. are 
proud of the patriotic conduct, -in peace 
and war, of that great leader, William 
J. Bryan, and we favor his renomina- 
tion for President in 1900.” 

The platform favors an income tax, 
and thanks the minority in Congress 
for seeking to sécure “A just distri- 
bution of war taxation, equally upon 
the wealth and corporations of the 
country, as well aS upon its labor.” It 
also says: 

“We recognize the eternal truth that 
life, liberty and the pursuit of happi- 
ness is the natural and inallenable her- 
itage of all mankind, and since the 
hand of despotism has been lifted from 
the island of Cuba, we should afford 
its inhabitants an untrammeled oppor- 
tunity to establish a frée and independ- 
ent constitutional government, deriving 
its powers from the cangent of the gov- 
ernment, and we ret the ‘country 
that Congress in the resolution which 
declared war resolved ‘that the United 
States hereby disclaims any position or 
intention to exercise sovereignty, juris- 
diction or control over said island, ex- 
cept for the pacification thereof, and 
asserts its determination when that is 
accomplished, to leave the government 
and control of the island to its people;’ 
and we believe that until the people of 
the islands of Cuba and the Philippines 
redeemed from Spanish domination de- 
clare otherwise, we should keep the 
faith upon which the war was begun 
and prosecuted.” 

The resolutions favor the building of 
the Nicaragua Canal, enlarging the 
militia of all States, and reducing the 
standing army: opposing alliance with 
England or any other foreign power, 
and demands that the United States 
Senate take action upon the findings 
of the Ohio Senate on the election of 
Marcus A. Hanna as Senator. 

For Secretary of State,U. K. Guthory 
of Marion county was nominated on the 
first ballot. 

After Congressman Lentz had, con- 
cluded, the State ticket was nominated, 
and the convention adjourned at 6 
o’clock.

NE V YORK, Aug. 24.—A Tribune 
Washington special Says the new age 
just beginning, the age of commercial 
rivalry between the United States and 
the three or four greatest nations of 
Europe, calls for different kind of ac- 
tivity and knowledge from that which 
has characterized the one gone out 
and its predecessors. In a remark- 
ably able paper, out of the ordinary 
nature of consular reports, submitted 
to the State Department, Consul-Gen- 
eral Frank H. Mason at Frankfort, 
,Germany, writes of the ‘quest for ex- 
port markets,”” and shows the develop- 
ment of an exact, specialized science of 
export, The individual exporters and 
the association of exporters are re- 
inforced by expert government com- 
missions, elaborately equipped, and 
maintained, 

The efforts of France and Germany 
in this direction are held up for the 
emulation of American manufacturers 
and exporters, and they are warned 
that they cannot too soon direct their 
attention to the record by these Euro- 
pean countries. The German export 
commission which went vut in Febru- 
ary, 1896, to study the Chinese, Korean 
and Japanese markets, returned after 
a year, bringing a vast collection of 
the ordinary textile and other goods 
used by the people in those countries. 
With prudence these samples were 
shown only to those especially inter- 
ested, admitted by card, and a like 
discretion characterized the reports 
made by the commission. 

In the same manner the French com- 
mercial commission sent out by the 
chambers of commerce of Marseilles, 
Roublix, Lille, Bordeaux, and Lyons, 
spent nearly two years in investigat- 
ing and then presented its collections 
and reports to the chambers of com- 
merce directly interested. One of these 
technical reports has been published, 
and only general conclusions are known. 
Some of these have been given a few 
months ago, coming from the American 
consuls in France. 

Consul-General Mason gays that in 
all the specialized work of these com- 
missions there is broad reeognition 
of the fact that in American trade it is 
the buyer and not the seller who de- 
termines the kind of article wanted, 
and the manner of packing and label- 
ing. He makes one important etate- 
ment which Americans would do well to 
heed, namely that the Germans are, 
perhaps, the ablest masters of this 
theory of export trade, and that the 
English have lost much for want of 
it. Circulars and catalogues will not 
compete effectively with the French, 
German or English merchant, who is 
there on the spot. His goods are duty 
paid and salesmen are there to show 
and explain. 

He cites the fact that there are spe- 
cialized courses of study in German 
commercial schools, and to some ex- 
tent in those of England and Belgium, 
with a yiew to imparting knowledge 
of the export trade, and he insists 
earnestly at some length upon the 
need of the period in this country of 
a class of trained young men with good 
manners, practical command of the 
French, German and Spanish lan- 
guages,, one or all, combined with 
intellectual knowledge of a cartain 
class of manufactured goods and the 
commercial methods, currencies, 
weights, etc., of foreign countries. As 
he gays, it is not the machine, the 
gun alone, but the man behind it that 
wins the battles of today on sea or 
land in the conflict of war or the busy 
rivalries of peace. The merchant, he 
continues, with great force, with the 
present and coming generation must be, 
like the diplomatic, the consular or 
executive officer, a broader, more high- 
lystrained and better-educated man 
than his father or his grandfather had 
need to be. 

He concludes that, as the people are 
gifted with quicker appgehension or 
more ready and unerring grasp of op- 
portunities than those of the United 
States, they will master the science 
of international commerce as they 
have those of cheap transportation and 
effective productions. He regards it 
as certain that the closing years of the 
century are opening for the republic 
a new and momentous period of activ- 
ity and national importance. 

JAPANESE PRAISE. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 

CHICAGO, Aug. 24.—Admiral O. K. 
Mattsonaga of the Japanese imperial 
navy is registered at the Grand Pacific 


Hotel. He is accompanied by J. Take- 
nouchi, a paymaster in the imperial 
navy, and is en route to England, 


where he will superintend the con- 
struction of the two Japanese battle- 
ships building there. Discussing the 
recent naval victories and the causes, 
he said 

“You Americans certainly seem to 
have mastered the art of constructing 
most effective battleships. The grand 
record of the Oregon is an example. 
You seem to be able to fight your ships 
pretty well, too. There are many val- 
uable lessons to be learned from the 
war, not the least of which is that per- 
sonal courage, when misdirected, and 
when opposed by a cool and skillful 
foe, is of no moment whatever. From 
a technical point of view the most im- 
pressive lesson is that expert gun- 
nery is above all things the most im- 
portant factor in naval conflicts. Your 
country undoubtedly possessed ships 
which were greatly superior to those 
of Spain, and they were manned better 
in every respect, but it was your 
greatly superior qunnery which for the 
greater part gave you such crushing 
victories. 

‘Another impressive lesson is the 
need if non-combustible matter in the 
construction of warships. The supe- 
riority of vessels of high speed was also 
clearly demonstrated. As the result 
of this there. undoubtedly will be con- 
structed in the near future more ves- 
sels of the Brooklyn class. 

“Much has been said to the effect 


that the war has demonstrated that 
the torpedo boat and destroyer are 
not the formidable instruments they 


were thought to be. I do not fully 
agree with this view. It does not seem 
to me that a fair test was made of the 
merits of these boats.”

VERA ON HER HEAD, 


JOHN BRADBURY’S FRIEND COMES 
DOWN WITH A CRASH. 


What May Be the End of the So- 
called Vicomtesse de Henriot 
Occurs at Paris—She Jumps from 
a Second-story Window in the 
Rue Blanche. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 
PARIS, Aug. 24.—[Exclusive Dis- 
patch.] Vicomtesse de™Henriot, who 
achieved much notoriety in California 
as the alleged fiancé of the young mil- 
lionaire, John SBradbury, created a 


sensation today by jumping from the 
second-story window in the Rue 
Blanche to the pavement. Her skull 


was crushed, and she was otherwise 
injured. 

Vicomtesse de Henriot, or Vera 
Hastings, arrived in San Francisco in 
October. 1893,. but when she landed 
there it was without distinction of a 
title. and she at first occupied apart- 
ments in a flat. But the Vera Hast- 
ings who occupied: luxuriously-fur- 
nished’ quarters in a flat took up her 
residence at the Palace Hotel and be- 
came the Viscomtesse de Henriot, 
Along with a suite of rooms at the 
Palace and the title came notoriety, 
which at last became too much for the 
Countess, and she left the city. 

While she was _in San Francisco she 
claimed to be the fiancé of John Brad- 
bury of Los Angeles. It was said that 
they had met in Paris, and that the 
young man’s friends were opposed to 
the match. For that reason she left 
Los Angeles and came to San Fran- 
cisco. But Bradbury denied the en- 
gagement, and the Countess, though 
she maintained that she loved him 
dearly, finally disappeared. 

While at the Palace, the Countess 
dazzled everybody with her jewels and 
the variety and gorgeousness of her 
costumes. which were bewildering. 
She had quite a train of admirers 
among the San Francisco’ youth. 

ANOTHER ACCOUNT.

LONDON, Aug. 25.—The Paris cor- 
respondent of the Daily Chronicle 
says: “A sensation has been created 
in the American colony by a beautiful 
and wealthy California lady, always 
described as Vicomtesse de MHenriot, 
jumping from a second-floor window 
in the Rue Blanche to the pavement, 
sustaining terrible injuries.

BEHIND PRISON BARS, 


MRS. BOTKIN CALMLY WAITS 
FOR NEW DEVELOPMENTS. 


The Accused Murderess of Two 
Women Refuses to Talk to 
Any Reporters. 


STOCKTON CANDY CLERK’SSTORY 


THE ’FRISCO MAIL CLERK FOUND 
WHO WEIGHED THE PACKAGE. 


Maguire Accepts the Populist Nom- 
ination—Passengers from Daw- 
son—Honolulu Steamer Has 
Arrived—Chinese. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 24.—Mrs. 
Ada Botkin, who is accused of the mur- 
der of Mrs. John P: Dunming end her 
sister, Mrs. Deane of Dover, Del., ar- 
rived in this city today at 12:15 o'clock 
from Stockton, where she was taken 
into custody last night at the instiga- 
tion. of the Delaware authorities and 
Chief of Police Lees of this city. Mrs. 
Botkin, who was in charge of Detective 
Gibson of the local detective service, 
refused to make any statement to the 
mewspaper men who met the party on 
its arrival here. 

The accused woman, with her hus- 
band and the detective, were driven to 
Chief of Police Lees’s office in a closed 
carriage. What took place in the se- 
crecy of the Chief's office cannot be 
learned, but the conference was of 
comparatively short duration, and after 
it was over, Mrs. Botkin was removed 
to a cell in the prison, where she will 
remain until Detective McVey arrives 
from Delaware with extradition papers, 
which will transfer the case to the 
courts of that State. 

ARREST ANTICIPATED. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 


SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 24.—The ar- 
rest of Mrs. W. A. Botkin at Stockton 
last night for the murder of Mrs. J. P. 
Dunning and Mrs. Deane at Dover, 
Del., had been anticipated here for 
several days. While no one here is 
willing to accuse Mrs. Botkin of the 
Greadful crime, all the circumstances 
so far developed point to her as the 
only woman who could possibly have 
had any motive for causing the death 
of Mrs. Dunning. 

During the last year of Dunning’s 
stay in San Francisco he was on the 
most intimate terms with Mrs. Botkin. 
They were constantly together, amd she 
appeared to be devoted to him. The 
fact that Dumnning’s announcement 
that he knew who,caused the death of 
his wife and had imparted his sus- 
picions to the Delaware authorities was 
closely followed by the arrest of Mrs. 
Botkin at the request of the Delaware 
police, would indicate that Dunning has 
reason to suspect that the woman now 
in custody committed the crime. 

Mrs. Botkin passed a comfortable 
nigat in the Stockton jail, and was 
brought to San Framcisco today, where 
she will be held to a:vait the arrival of 
an officer from Delawafe. 

MRS. BOTKIN’'S NERVE. 
[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.] 

SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 24.--The ar- 

rest of Mrs. W. A. Botkin has excited 


' much interest. In the County Jail after 


her arrest she was not at all willing 
to make a statement of what would 
be her defense, or how she felt about 
being chargedi with murder, saying, 
merely: 

“I feel very well, thank you, and am 
quite ready to go. I have gotten past 
all the humiliation of the charge. I am 
ready to meget it.’’ 

Mr. Botkin stoutly asserts the inno- 
cence of his wife. Their only son, Bev- 
erly Botkin, is reported to have been 
drinking at the time of his mother’s 
arrest, and refused to see her. 

Detective Gibson, who assisted in the 
arrest of Mrs. Botkin, states that he 
has no warrant for the arrest of any 
other woman. He thinks that.Mrs. Bot- 
kin will break down, and has taken 
precautions to prevent her from com- 
mitting suicide. She was much agitased 
when told that she would have to stand 
trial on the chrage of murder, but soon 
recovered herself, and said the charge 
would have to be proved. A trunk be- 
longing to Mrs. Botkin was seized in 
this city today by Detective Seymour. 
Chief of Police Lees has not yet opened 
it, and will not do so until fornhal ex- 
tradition papers are received from Del- 
aware. 


SHE HAD MORPHINE. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

STOCKTON, Aug. 24.--Mrs. Botkin 
spent a rather restless night in her 
cell in the Countl Jail before leaving 
for San Francisco last night, after hav- 
ing been arrested for the double mur- 
der of Mrs. Dunning and Mrs. Dean. 
She had nothing to say, however, and 
positively refused to see correspon- 
dents. Dr. Stone, who had been giving 
Mrs. Botkin morphine for her nerves, 
informed the jailor that she had enough 
of the drug to kill her if she should 
take it all at once, so it was taken 
from her shortly after her arrival at 
the jail. 

The accused woman was taken from 
the jail in this city this morning in a 
hack and driven to the Southern Pa- 
cific station, where she left for San 
Francisco on the 8:25 train, accom- 
panied by Detective Gibson of San 
Francisco, and her husband. W. A. Bot- 
kin, and his son Beverly arrived at 
the jail in a closed carriage shortly be- 
fore 8 o'clock, but departed again after 
the husband had had a short consul- 
tation with his wife. A few moments 
later another hack drove up in which 
were Detective Gibson and a couple of 
newspaper reporters. This hack was 
followed by one containing two women 
newspaper writers, one having a cam- 
era under her arm. 

The hack containing the father and 
son returned presently, and then a 
crowd began to gather about the en- 
trance to the jail. Detective Gibson 
Was admitted to the jail, after which 
the woman’s husband mounted the 
steps, cane in hand. He was also ad- 
mitted, but while his wife was making 
preparations to leave the place he re- 
turned to the front of the jail, and as 
he stood looking toward the reporters 
present he remarked, rather loudly: 

“You want to be —— — careful 
What yoy put in the papers.” * 

Soon, Mrs. Botkin, heavily veiled, 
made her appearance. Detective Gib- 
son went on ahead, and Mrs. Botkin, 
arm-and-arm with her husband, came 
down the steps immediately afterward. 
Botkin placed himself between “his 
wife and the woman with the camera. 
and, trying to shield her with a smal] 
envelope which he held in is right 
hand, remarked, as he looked toward 
the instrument, “You won't get but 
mighty little, I'll tell you that.” The 
camera clicked, and the next instant 
Mrs. Botkin hurried into the hack. 
with her husband assisting her and 
following her in. 

As soon as they were seated, the 
driver whipped up his horses and 
headed toward the railway station. 
On arriving at the railway station, Mrs. 
Botkin and Detective Gibson remained 


in the vehicf/ while the train was be- 
ing made vf, while Botkin and his son 
Stood at the door of the hack and con- 
versed with the accused woman in a 
low tone, both apparently unconcerned 
and merely passing away the time un- 
til the train should be ready. 

In a few minutes the train pulled up, 
when Mrs. Botkin stepped from the 
hack, accompénied by the detective. 
She seemed very calm, and walked with 
a quick, firm step, the detective cn one 
side and her husband on the other, 
while the son followed close, behind. 
There was very little conversation be- 
tween husband, mother and son, and 
what passed between them ‘was in a 
low tone. While waiting for the train 
to move, Mrs. Botkin drew the morn- 


ing paper from her husband's coat 
pocket and began reading. 
When the conductor shouted “All 


aboard,’ Mrs. Botkin rose in her sea’, 
and mother and son met in a loving 
clasp in each other’s arms. Passion- 
ately they kissed each other many 
times, though Mrs. Botkin did not re- 
move her veil. Only when ‘the train 
was on the move did they release each 
cther, Then the scn hurried to the plut- 
form of the-car in the rear and swung 
himself off the train, his father con- 
tinuing on the train. A large crowd 
of curious. people gathered at the 
depot to get a look at the accused 
woman. 

DUNNING'S STAND. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
DOVER (Del.,) Aug. 24.—John P. 
Dunning, whose wife and sister-in-law 
were poisoned by candy sent from San 
Francisco, has made a statement to 

the Associated Press. He says: 

“I have talked with the Attorney- 
General and other State officials of 
Delaware, disclosing all facts within 
my knowledge, which could possibly 
lead to the detection of the person who 
is guilty of this tragedy. From the 
moment I learned of the fiendish mur- 
der of my wife and sister-in-law, 
upon my arrival in New York from 
Porto Rico last,Friday, my own desire 
has been that the guilty should he 
brought to justice. I have withheld 
nothing from the officers which conid 
lead to the detection of the criminal, 
but for two reasons I must refuse to 
make any statements for publication. 
First, because it might defeat the offi- 
cers of justice, and, secondly, innocent 
persons might be involved. I will con- 
tinue to maintain this course, even at 
the risk of subjectirg myself to unjust 
criticism.” 


WHERE IT WAS MAILED. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
SAN FRANCISCO, -Aug. 24.—It has 
been learned that the box of poisoned 
chocolates was mailed at Station B., 
on Market street near Larkin on Aug- 
ust 4, as first-class mail matter. A 
woman toak the package to the station, 
phad it weighed and placed the exact 
postage, 27 cents, on it. The clerk who 
accepted the package will in all prob- 
ability be able to identify the woman. 
HE SOLD SOME CANDY. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
STOCKTON, Aug. 24.—A story is 
told by Frank Gattrell, a salesman in 
the Wave candy store here, which 
may throw some light on the identity 
of the woman who purchased and sent 
the poisoned candy. Gattrell’s story 

is as follows: 

“When I read in the Mail last eve- 
ning that the box containing the pois- 
oned candy had ‘Bon-bons’ printed in 
gilt letters on the cover, and that 
the candy was home made, I remem- 
bered that about three weeks ago a 
woman came into the store and asked 
for a four-bit box of candy, say- 
ing that she had some candy which de- 
sired to put in the box with some of 
our make. As the box Was to contain 
some goods other than our own I 
gave her a box which did not have our 
name upon it. The candy which she 
put in looked old to me, and it nearly 
half filled the box. Of course, I did not 
examine the lady closely, and I can 
only describe her by saying that she 
was of medium height and build.” 

As Mrs. Botkin is known to have 
been in Stockton about three or four 
weeks ago, when she was treated by 
Dr. Stone for a slight illness, the two 
facts taken together may be regarded 
as significant. Gattrell could not place 
the selling of the candy in question 
any more definitely than that it was 
about three weeks ago. He was posi- 
tive, however, that there were choco- 
late creams among the candy, besides 
other French candies. W. Kuhn, 
proprietor of the store, says that he 
would know both the box and the 
candy again should he see them. 

Chief of Police Gall has been in- 
formed of the facts as related by 
Gattrell, and is now at work upon 
the clew. 


HONOLULU STEAMER ARRIVES, 


Passengers Obliged to Remain on 
Board Over Night. 
{ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 
SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 24.—The 
steamer Moana arrived tonight, 23 
days and 21 hours from Sydney, via 
Honolulu, 6 days and 1 hour. No 
news has yet been landed from her, 
as both passengers and mails are be- 
ing held on board until the vessel is 
boarded by the quarantine officers in 

the morning.

BRITISH CRITICISM. 


We Should Cease Our Fiuctuating 
: Style of Administration. 
[ASSOCIATED NIGHT REPORT. ] 


LONDON, Aug. 25.—([By Atlantic 
Cable.] Discussing the rumor that 
Secretary of War Alger will take 
refuge in the Senate to escape responst- 
bility for his-blunders«in the War 
Office and that Senator MeMillin will 
become Ambassador to London, the 
Times expresses the opinion that if 
America becomes .a colonizing power, 
she will be compeNed to abandon this 
fluctuating style of administration in 
favor of trained civil and military ad- 
ministrators, not likely to removal 
with each Presidential change, and not 
too dependent upon politics for their 
selection and promotion. It will be 
equally important to cultivate perma- 
nence in diplomatic representation 
abroad.

The Explorer Opposes an Anglo- 
American Alliance, 
fA. P. FARLY MORNING REPORT.] 

CHICAGO, Aug. 24.—Henry M. Stan- 
ley, the famous explorer, journalist and 
author, once an Arm-ecricen citizen and 
now a member of the English House of 
Commons, has placed himself on record 
as opposed to an Anglo-American alli- 
ance. He recognizes the fact that Eng- 
land and American are bound together 
by the numerous ties and are yearly 
drawing closer together, but in spite 
of that fact, he advises caution and 
thinks it to the interest to neither na- 
tion to adopt a fettering and entangling 
alliance. In a letter to a friemd here 
he expresses himself as follows: 

“My opinion is we must not be preci- 
pitate. The two nations are gravitating 
together, ard true friendship cannot be 
forced. It is a slow process, requirng 
time. If either country Were in distress 
that will be the proper time to breathe 
more life into that spirit of friendsnip 
and kindliness whch we kno«v eXists and 
bring the reserved and proud people to- 
gether. But todey there is no neces- 
sity for either nation to think practi- 
cally about the matter. One is fat and 
proud, with the Benk of England and 
its big navy. The other is in a quiver 
of deliggat over Manila and Santiago 
and the glorious hercism of Dewey, 
Schley end Shafier. 

“The time is not suitable for speaking 
of alliance. If you Americans come out 
of that continent and take youg share 
of the old world’s concerns, you will 
know better what am alliance means.”

CITY OF MEXICO, Aug. 24.—It has 
been determined in Japan to place a 
direct line of steamers on between 
Yokohama nad San Diego, and owing 
to the efforts of Mexican diplomatic 
representatives in Tokio, the steamers 
will touch at one or two Mexican ports.

Board of Education Insists on an 
Increase and Shows Its. Neces- 
sity—Police Signal System. 


& 


A DAMAGE SUIT AT PASADENA. 


PRELIMINARY OPINION BY JUDGE 
SHAW IN THE SAN DIMAS CASE, 


A Suit Begun by an Attorney of Ben- 
jamin Evans to Recover a Quan- 
tity of Miscellaneous Effects 
from the Police, 


According to the statements made to 
the Finance Committee by members of 
the Board of Education yesterday, the 
present shortage of funds for the 
city departments is a serious matter 
to the school department. The board 
has demanded an increase of $15,000 
over the $100,000 recommended for the 
schools by the City Auditor, and the 
Finance Committee does not know 
where the money is to come from, al- 
though it realizes that some such in- 
crease is necessary. The matter has 


been taken under advisement, and 
will be decided today. 

A committee from the Board of 
Fire Commissioners appeared at a 


special session of the Finance Com- 
mittee of the Council yesterday and 
urged that provision be made for the 
purchase of a police signal system. The 
members of the committee reiterated 
their willingness to provide the sys- 
tem if they could find a place from 
which the amount necessary can be 
spared. 

The park department also wants 
more money in its annual apportion- 
ment. It will be satisfied with about 
$600, but it is not at all certain that 
the increase will be granted. 

The Finance Committee will hold an- 
other special meeting today for the 
purpose of making up the annual 
budget. 

Chief Moore submitted to the Board 
of Fire Commissioners yesterday a 
report of all the changes that had been 
made in the fire department since the 
civil-service rules went into effect. 

The suit just begun by the head of 
a family at Pasadena against a local 
water company, to recover damages 
for injuries sustained by kis family in 
using the impure water supplied, is 
somewhat in the nature of a new de- 
parture. The family in question suf- 
fered from typhoid fever, one child, 
it is alleged, being rendered perma- 
nently deaf, and this is laid at the 
doors of the water company, and $10,- 
000 asked by way of compensation. 

Judge Shaw rendered an opinion—or 
rather a preliminary statement—yester- 
day, in what is known as the San 
Dimas water case, wherein about 150 
ranchers and fruit-growers are directly 
concerned. Later a schedule will be 
handed down by the court defining the 
priority rights of the parties to the 


suit, and the amount of w 
they are entitled. ee

A FINANCIAL PUZZLE. 


WHERE WILL ALL THE CITY FUNDS 
NEEDED COME FROM? 


Complicated Situation Which Con- 
fronts the Finance Committee, 


Serious Financial Shortage in 
the Schools, 


For nearly two hours yesterday after. 
noon the Finance Committee of the 
City Council listened to arguments in 
support of requests by. city depart- 
ments for a larger slice of the money 
of the city soon to be apportionel, 
than was allotted to them in the esti- 
mates of their needs made by the City 
Auditor, addition, Councilmen 
Mathuss, Toll and Grider, composing 
teh committee, Acting Mayor Silver, 
Councilmen Nickell and Baker, and City 
Auditor T. E. Nichols were present 
and took part in the discussion. 

The first matter to be heard was the 
request of the Board of Police <‘om- 
missioners for an increase in the ap- 
portionment to be made to that cde- 
partment, such as would make possible 
the establishment of a police signal 
System. For the purpose of presentung 
this matter properly before the Finance 
Committee, a special committee of the 
board appeared at the meeting. The 
committee consisted of Commissioners 
Preuss and Gibbon and Chief of Police 
Glass accompanied them. City Wiee- 
trician Francis was also present to 
enlighten the committee on the cost of 
such a signal system as the police de- 
partment desires. Each of the com- 


missioners addressed the Finance Com-. 


mittee, showing that body just what 
advantages would accrue to the police 
department from the installation of 2 
signal system. They were very earnest 
in their argument, and declared thet 
if the system was established the offi- 
ciency of the police department would 
be increased 50 per cent. The mem'rs 
of the Council explained to the ecom- 
mittee that it all depended upon 
whether the money could be provided, 
and pointed out the fact that every de- 
partment of the city government had 
suffered some reduction in the esti- 
mate of expenses which they had pre- 
sented prior to the filing of the Audi- 
tor’s report. The argument for ii:e 
System was along the same lines as 
that heretofore presented before ite 
Council. A new point was raised, hwo\-- 
ever, by the suggestion that the signal! 
boxes, such as are needed by the de- 
partment be rented, and City Electri- 
cian Francis stated what the cost of the 
rental would be. He said he could se- 
cure the boxes with the understanding 
that all that was paid as rental should 
later be applied as part of the pur- 
chase price when the city was able to 
buy the system. The several] items o*% 
cost incident to the establishment ef 
such a system were gone into in detail. 

The members of the Finance Comniit- 
tee reiterated their willingness to gran: 
the request of the commissioners, pro- 
vided there was some way to provide 
the money. The proposition to rent a 
system, while not rejected, was not re- 
ceived with much favor, it being stated 
that that would be the more costly 
plan in the end. City Electrician 
Francis called the attention of the 
Finance Committee to the fact that at 
the present time he could secure the 
use of the Sunset Telephone and Tele- 
graph Company's conduit systm for a 
police signal system if one was pur- 
chased, while it might be possible that 
in six months or a year he would not 
be able to secure the use of that com- 
pany’s ducts. At the conclusion of the 
argument, the Finance Committee took 
the matter under advisement. 

SCHOOL MONEY WANTED. 


The application of .the Board of

portionment to be made that depart- 
ment over the estimate filed by the 
City Auditor, was’ next considered. 
President Davis, Mr. Simonton and Mr. 
Conrey of that board, and City Super- 
intendent of Schools Foshay appeared 
in behalf ‘of this request, President Da- 
Vis doing most of the talking in sup- 


port-of-it- He made a statement to the 


Finance Committee which shows Khat 
a very serious condition of affairs’ ex- 
ists in the schools on account of the 
scarcity of funds with which to prop- 
erly\-transact\ the work of that de- 
partment. At the outset he stated that 
the city charter gives the Board of 
Education the right to name. the 
ameunt that the ‘schools need for: a 
current year, and that the City Coun- 
cil or the City Auditorehave no right 
to reduce that estimate as long as it 
does not exceed an amount that’ would 
be raised by the levy of a tax of 20 
cents on each $100 valuation; in other 
words, that the charter 


gives to the 
schools 20 cents of the general of 
$1, and that the other departments 


must be content with the remaining 80 
cents, if the board chooses to make a 
request for that much. He said, how- 
ever, that the board was not: desirous 
of insisting upon this right, but would 
endeavor to adapt its work to the finan- 
cial condition of the city. The Amount 
allowed by the city per capita of pu- 
pils, he said, was a fair way of esti- 
mating the needs of the department, 
as showing the reductions that had 
apportionments to 
the schools during the past eight years 
he quoted what the /jper capita allow- 
ances had been. In 1890-91 it was $5.09; 
$5.37 in 1891-92; $4.37 in 1892-93; $6.05 in 
1893-94; $4.26 im 1894-95; $5.41 in 1895-96; 
$4.83 in 1896-97, and $4.23 in 1897-98. The 
average of these amounts is $4.95 for the 
eight years, and the allowance which 
is provided for the schools for the next 
year, according to the Auditor's esti- 
mate, amounts to only $4.04 per child. 
President Davis pointed to the fact that 
during the last school ‘year there were 
thirteen schools at which only half- 
day sessions were possible, and during 
the coming year there would be more 
than twice that number at which the 
Same condition would prevail because 
there was not sufficient room for all 
the scholars, and there had to be made 
some division by which all could get 
at least a portion of each day in school. 
The number of pupils in the public 
schools last year was 20,679, and this 
year the number will be 24,766, an in- 
crease in the one year of 4085. Without 
more money than was allowed them 
last year, it would be impossible to 
do the work properly. The Board of 
Education, said Mr. Davis, has cut 
down expenses everywhere possible, 
and had not besn able to make even 
such ordinary repairs as any owner of 
a plain dwelling would make as a mat- 
ter of economy. The school department 
had asked far $141,101.84, and this had 
been cut by the Auditor to an even 
$100,000. Since the Auditor’s report had 
been filed the members of the board 
had tried to make such reductions as 
they thought they could stand, and 
had by taking off many things which 
were really needed, finally reduced it 
to $115,000, and this the president said 
was bed-rock, so far as they were con- 
cerned. He declared that they must 


have this amount if it was possible to. 
give it to them. The fact that owing 


to the scarcity of funds, the teachers 
would have to discount their warrants 
during at least the first two months of 
the coming school year was pointed 
out to the Councilmen. 

Mr. Simonton, the member of the 
board from the Ninth Ward, also ad- 
dressed the committee. He said there 
had been a careful pruning of all ac- 
counts, and that the $115,000 was what 
was really needed. Pn the ward he 
represents there is a section in which 
there are forty-two school children 
who live close together, but who are 
two miles from the nearest school 
building. For them to travel this two 
miles twice a day would be out of the 
question, and as a sample of the 
economy which was being practiced 
by the board he stated that a small 
building was to be erected for their 
accommodation, the cost of which 
would be about $500. In the place of 
this building a much larger one was 
needed, as there are a large number 
of children who could be accommodated 
by it, and who would then not have 
to go so far to school. The erection 
of a larger building was impossible in 
the present financial condition of the 
city. He earnestly urged the commit- 
tee to grant the increase asked for. 

Auditor Nichols called attention to 
the fact that the school department 
had left unused last year nearly $15,000 
of last year’s apportionment, and con- 
tended that the allowance of the $100,- 
000 to it was virtually an increase of 
$15,000. Prof. Foshay, however, an- 
swered this in a most convincing man- 
ner. He said it had been the custom to 
have remaining at the @nd of each 
school year a large amount in the 
State fund. Last year, that is the 
year before the last school year, the 
board had had upward of $40,000 in 
the State fund. The purpose of hold- 
ing this over was to enable the board 
to properly open the schools in the 
fall. This year, however, through some 
mistake, the State fund had been de- 
pleted unintentionally and orly about 
$4000 remained. To replace such a per- 
tion of that as was possible, the $15,000 
of the city fund had been left over, 
and would be used for the same pur- 
pose as had been intended to put the 
State fund to. Therefore, there had 
been less remaining over to the credit 
of the schools this year than hefore. 
Prof. Foshay pointed to the large in- 
crease in the number of school chil- 
dren in this city and county, as indi- 
cated by the recent school census. 
Out of the entire State the increase 
for Los Angeles had been 21 per cent., 
which was greater than the increase in 
San Francisco city and county. Ile, 
to,o pointed to the present necessity 
for only half-day schools in some parts 
of the city, and showed why such a 
course as that adopted at these schools 
Was necessary. | 

President Davis said that he had 
been informed that there are now in 
this city upward of 2500 children who 
do not attend any school, and were he 
able he would like to examine into 
this matter and remedy the eyii, but at 
present without the room four what they 
had in the schools and without the 
funds to properly investigate tie mat- 
ter, it would have to remain as jt is. 
Many of these children could ge to 
school if they would attend hali-day 
sessions, but some of them refuse to 
do so, especially those wao would have 
to go in the afternoons. “It™fts from 
these young vagrants that our er!im- 
inals ure made, and the effe-t of so 
many children without school accom- 


modations will be felt some duy,” said 
Mr. Davis. 
Mr. Conrey again brought uj; the 


charter provision that makes the Roard 
of Education the sole judge «f what 
is meeded in the way of school ex- 
penses. He asserted that the hoard 
made the estimate, and the Council 
was required to follow it so lone as it 
Was not more than 20 per cent. of the 
amount raised by the levy of $1. This 
point was generally discussed by al! 
present. Mr. Silver expressed the opin- 
ion that the provision of the charter 
to which Mr. Conrey referred was not 
mandatory. There was no disposition 
on part of the members of the Board 
of Education to test the matter, how- 
ever. Mr. Toll reminded them that 
their condition Was no worse than any 
of the other city departments, and 
showed them that all the departments 
were short of funds. The request for 
an increase was finally taken under 
advisement by the ‘eédmmittee. 

Secretary Mendenhall, of the 
of Park Commissioners, appeared to 
request an increase in the allowance 
to be made to the general park fund 
and the fund for Elysian Park. He 
thought an increase of $6000 would he 
sufficient to meet all requirements. 
‘The additional expense due to the pos- 
session of Griffith Park was given as 
one reason for requesting the increase.

On his recommendation 
the petition of G. G. Wickson & Coa., 
for permission to operate a steam boiler 
and engine at No. 715 Turner street 
Was granted. 

The commission was notified that on 
the morning of the 22nd inst., while 
engine No. 3 was responding to an 
alarm of fire from Fifth and Hill 
streets, the front axie of the engine 
broke, disabling the machine § for 
twelve hours. The repairs cost $35 and 
a requisition for that amount was ap- 
proved. 

The Chief reported that six fires 
had occurred during the week, the to- 
tal loss being $530.

Thousand Dollars Damages 
Claimed for Injuries Sustained 
by Reason of Foully Contam- 
inated Water—Four Children 
Laid Up With Typhoid Fever.

The cause of action in a suit that 
was begun yesterday by John C, Roy 
against the Pasadena Lake Vineyard 
Land ani Water Company is of an 
unusual character. The Roy family re- 
sides at the northeast corner of Michi- 
gam avenue and Division street, Pasa- 
dena, and consists of Mr. and Mrs. 
Roy, Ella, aged 8 years; George, aged 
7; Willy, aged 5, em Olga, aged 3 
years. 

Since June, 1895, the plaintiff alleges 
that the defendamt corporation has 
furnished water to his heme for do- 
mestic use, but that since February of 
the present year it has been unfit for 
such wse, containing decayed animal 
and vegetable matter, and having a 
most vile odor. On the lith of April 
the plaintiff's youngest girl, Olga, was 
taken ill with typhoid fever, and four 
days later the little sister, Ella, was 
seized upem by the same ‘disease, and 
very shortly afterwari the two boys 
also were laid up With a typhoid attack. 
Mr. Rov alleges thai all of this fever 
that afflicted his family was a result of 
the foul condition of the :vater sold by 
the defendant company in a mecligent 
and wanton manner. 

The- bills for melical attendamce ag- 
gregated $250, and while the children 
ail recovered, the little gir!, Ella, is al- 
leged to have lost her hearing. As gen- 
eral damages a claim is made for $19.,- 
000, for the amount expended for medi- 
cal attendance and for coris, 


SAN DIMAS LANDS. 
Preliminary Opinion on Respective 
Water Rights, | 
A preliminary opinion in the suit of 
Lowering et al. against Adams et al., 
was handed down by Judge Shaw yes- 
terday. The parties to Uhe action in- 
clude thirty-seven plaintiffs and 195 
persons named as deferdants. The dis- 
pute forming che basis of the action 
arose cut of the fact that the San José 
-anch Company, being the owner of 
several thousand acres of land end of 
a water supply amounting to about 
eighty miner's inches, sufficient to irri- 
gate only about elent hundred acres 
of the land, made contracts for the sale 
of water agmounting to nearly two hun- 
dred inches, and consequently there is 
not encugh to go around among all the 
persons who cla:m it and give to each 

his full portion. 

Tho court holds that the evidence 
shows that it was the intention of the 
parties to engage in cultivating the land 
sold with the water right, and that the 
water was to be used for irrigating 
the land. Under such circumstances a 
water right is real estate, amd the 


court quotes numerous authorities to 
sustain this definition. 

“Such a water right being real eatate 
the sufficiency of the Geseription of the 
property to convey the title is to he de- 
termined,” says the court, by the 
eame rules as apply to deeds of other 


kinds of real property. If there is 
nothing by which the particular water 
or water right intended can. be 


distinguished from any other w ater or 
water right, the dee or contract, 
as a conveyance or agreement 49 con- 
vey a water right, will be voted. rhe 
contracts and deeds under considera- 
tion come within this class.” Pertorm- 
ance of the agreement or conveyance 


veould be made by the delivery of water 


from any source whatever, and tie pur- 
chaser would not be able to show from 
the terms of the contract that he had 
net received the identical thing bar- 
gained for. 

“The result is that neither tue record 
of the deed nor actual notice of its con- 
tents would have any effect on subse- 
quent purchasers, and the holders of 
lands purchased by such contracts and 
decads must depend on such equitatde 
or other independent rights as they may 
heve to the water, and mot upon tire 
deed or comtract.”’ 

Thesa remarks of the court apply 
particularly to these parties holding 
from the San José Ranch Company by 
deeds which contained the clause: 
“Together with a water right equal to 
a constant flow of one inch of water, 
miner’s measurement, under a four- 
inch pressure, for each ten acres of 
land.” This clause was varied in 
other of the deeds, however, and the 
court in classifying these, examines 
into the respective merits of each. 

“The parties to the suit are so 
numerous and their respective rights 
and priorities are dependant on 80 
many and so varying circumstances,” 
savs the court, “that it is “not prac- 
ticable in this opinion, without giving 
it undue length, to discuss the par- 
ticular rights of any of the parties, or 
to state the order in which each is 
entitled. A schedule will be prepared 
showing the date of the inception of 
the right of each of the parties plaintiff 
and defendant.” 


A MAGPIB’S NEST. 


Benjamin Evans’s Attorneys Sue to 
Recover His Property. 

Old man Benjamin Evans, against 
whom there were repeated prosecutions 
in the Police Court for larceny, is now 
figuring in the Superior Court in an 
attempt to recover his Lares and Pen- 
ates from the hands of the police. At 
least, H. J. Hughes, one of the old 
fellow’s attorneys in the lower court, 
is posing as the plaintiff in the action 
that has just been begun, and as it 
appears from the complaint, his inter- 
est in the goods is just as great, if not 
greater, than that of the original 
owner. 

Chief Glass and Officers Auble, Haw- 
ley and Flammer are made defendants 
in the suit, and it is alleged that on 
April 14, Hawley and Flammer went 
to Evans's room at No. 124% South 
Spring street, and without authority 
of law made a clean sweep of the old 
man’s possessions. And what a curious 
aggregation of odd materials to find in 
the possession of an old man living in 
single blessedness in a downtown 
rooming house! There were cham- 
pagne glasses, a Japanese goblet, 275 
peices of cut glass, 4 baskets of mis- 
cellaneous cut-glass articles and cut- 
lery, a Number of ornamental pieces, 
2 rolls of crape silk, 3 Chinese smok- 
ing jackets, 100 pieces of bric-a-brac, 
10 Bibles and 75 cans ot vegetables, 
corned beef and sardines, with a wide 
variety of other articles. <All of this 
property is alleged to be worth $590, 
and Attorney Hughes alleges that 
Evans made to him his bill of sale for 
the property for a valuable considera- 
tion. 

The plaintiff alleges that a demand 
has been made upon the police for 
these goods, but it has not been com- 

lied with, so his damage in $200, and 
or this amount and the value of the 
goods, if they themselves cannot be 
recovered, judgment is asked.

GUILTY OF CRUELTY. 


McKAY CONVICTED OF DRIVING A 
SORE-BACK ED HORSE. 


To Re Prosecuted for Petty Larceny. 
The Defendant Charges a Detec- 
tive With Shametess« 
Blackmatl — His 
Affair. .

Dan McKay was found guilty of 


cruelty to an animal by a jury in Jus- 
tice Owens’ court night MeKay 
will be sentenced next Saturday morn- 
ing at 10 o’clock. Today, it is prob- 
able, he will appear for trial before 
Justice Morrison on a charge of petty 
larceny, on which he-wds arrested 
last evening while out on bail on the 
charge of cruelty to animals. The 
latter complaint was sworn to by De- 
tective Auble, who alleges that on the 
lith inst. McKay stole from M. Hast- 
ings, a carpenter living on Flower 
street near Ninth, two pieces of step- 
ping valued at $2.° McKay has been 
a business man in this city for several 
years, and is at present manager of 
the store known as ‘“Gabt-] the Tailor.” 


last 


The cruelty-to-animals case 
grossed the attention of Justice Owens 
all day yesterday, and the greater 


part of the time it was impossible to 
tell from the evidence whether it was 
a charge of crieity to animals or of 
petty larceny that was being tried. 
Detective Aube told what he knew 
about a sore on the beck of the horse 


driven by McKay. About the first 
words he spoke told of his work in 
running down ae supposed lumber 


thief, and of his placing McKay un- 
der arrest for that charge. In fact 
he did not discover that the . horse 
had a sore back until McKay and 
his rig reached the station and Detec- 
tive Phillips took off the harness. 
Then it was determined to make the 
charge that of cruelty to animals, to 
allow time in which to dig around and 
find evidence in the petty larceny case. 
The complaint in the latter case was 
not filed until Tuesday afternoon, and 
even then it was not given out by the» 
officers, but Auble, who has sworn 
to the complaint, gave it away while 
on the witness stand. 

The location of the sore was 4de- 
scribed by each witness as in a dif- 
ferent place, ranging from the mane 
back to a point about half-way from 
the mane to the flank. All agreed 
that it was an inhuman act to use the 


horse for work of any kind in its 
present conditicn. 
Before the prosecution closed its 


case the jury was taken down stairs 
t» examine the horse, hut not before 
the attorney for the defendant had 
interposed an objection, alleging as a 
reason for the objection that the 
horse had been in the custody of the 
police and they had given it no atten- 
tion, and that the sore was in 4 
worse condition than when the horse 
was brought into the station. Jus- 
tice Owens sat down on the attornry 
hard and allowed the jury to go to 
see the animal. 

Sensational charges were preferred 
by the defendant against a detective. 

McKay told of his wanderings the 
night he was arrested and charged 
that Detective Phillips had offered to 
let him go free if he would give Phil- 
lips $100, which was to be used among 
his alleged enemies to keep them 
quiet. McKay said he spurned the 
offer and marched to fail. It was 
when the officer and the prisoner 
stopped at the corner of Third and 
Hill streets, he says, and when he 
asked to be allowed to walk to the 
station without the handcuffs on his 
wrists, that the alleged offer was 
made. 

“T’'ll take those nippers off and let 
you go home for $190 in gold eoin.”” 

This is what McKay accuses Phil- 
lips of saying. a 

“Why should I give you $100," Mc- 
Kay says he answered. 

“That amount will buy a couple of 
your enemies,” replied the officer, ac- 
cording to McKay, but McKay said 
he could not see it that way and de- 
clined to buy the policeman.

TRADING-STAMP SCHEME. 


Lynn, Mass., Merchants Profit by an 
Object Lesson, 


“An interesting object lessom in the 
‘Trading-stamp saheme’ is presented by 
the Boot and Shoes Weekly, @ trade 
orgam of that branch of manufacture. 
The paper is published in New York, 
but in the Lynn, Mass., letter of August 
12 the following appears: 

“The people holding partly-filled 
books of coupons from retailers, issued 
by the Traders’ Supply Company, are 
beginming to doubt that they will ever 
get anything, for them, even though 
there is a nicely-worded sign in the 
window of the Lynn store formerly oc- 
cupied by the firm, informing them to be 
sure to keep their books, as itis only a 
question of time when the law will be 
avercome, and with flying colors the 
store will be reopened for busimess. For 
some time after the store was closed 
the curtains were raised only about halt 
way up. This enabled the public to see 
that the goods were still there and that 
there was no intention to deceive the 
coupon holders by the statement that 
the store was only temporarily closed. 

“Day by day, inch by inch thre curtaing 
went down, until 1t was impossble to 
get a gimpse into the store, except 
chrough the keyfrrole, which gave a very 
limited and unsatisfactory view, but saf- 
ficent to see that the contents of the 
store had been remmmvel. When it was 
fone is immaterial. The fact remains 
that not a thing excepting the fixtures 
remains, and mo one appears to know 
anything erning the concerns 
movements. Mr. Lincoln, who was the 
local manager of the concern, has sev-

GAGE’'S NOMINATION. 
Henry T. Gage of Los Angeles was 


by the Republican State Convention Dy 
acclamation yesterday. This result 
was not unexpected. Mr. Gage’s nomi- 
nation has been in the nature of a 
foregone conclusion for several weeks 
past, and since the assembling of the 
convention on Tuesday it has been a 
virtual certainty—as certain as any- 
thing political is likely to be in this 
uncertain world.

AMERICANS IN CUBA 
Cuba will, undoubtedly, be a great 
field for American enterprise during 
the next few years. Syndicates and 
companies are now being formed to xo 


ness enterprises the moment hostili- 
ties cease. A New York paper states 
that in that city three syndicates have 
already been formed to operate in 
Cuba. They propose to buy planta- 
tions and start the growth of sugar 
cane and tobacco. Manufactories are 
also to be started. Agents of these 
syndicates are preparing to leave at 
once. One Cuban merchant who has 
been living in New’ York for several 
years has concluded the purchase of 
a sugar plantation in Eastern Cuba 
for $38,000. Its original value was 
$400,000. 

A Florida paper says: 

“The soil of Cuba is considered the 
richest and most productive in the 
Western Hemisphere, and hence the 


great desire of Americans to. give it 
intelligent cultivation. 


“Genuine fortunes have been made in 
Cuba by planting, even though the 
Spanish government exacted so much 
from the people in the Way of taxes. 
English and American capitalists will 
practically own the island, as owners 
of estates there are being sought out 
and purchases of their property made.” 
For enterprising Americans with 
some means, Cuba, Porto Rico and 
the Philippines offer many induce- 
ments for the acquisition of fortunes. 
One of the drawbacks of these coun- 
tries has been the ill effects of the 
climate upon those who are not accus- 
tomed to it. American enterprise and 
ingenuity cannot change the climate 
of the isldnds, but it can, and doubt- 
less will, change the bad sanitation 
which is the main cause of the fevers 
and other diseases that attack out- 
siders who go to live there. 


Some manufacturers and dealers ap- 
pear to be trying to bring the war tax 
into disrepute with. the people, oy 
charging much more than the differ- 
ence made by the necessary stamps. 
Thus, a widely advertised preparation, 
made in Europe, which has hitherto 
been sold at a dollar a bottle, is now 
priced at $1.15, although the stamp 
placed on the bottle only costs 3 cents. 
The public has a very simple means of 
checking such extortion, by refusing to 
purchase, where the price of an article 
has been unreasonably raised.

SPARKS FRUM THE WIRES 


Day Dispatches Condensed, 


A Fall River (Mass.) dispatch says notices 
were posted yester at the Merchants’ Man- 
ufacturing Company of a two-weeks’ shut- 
down, which will stop 125,000 spindles and 
cause an enforced idleness of 1400 men. . 

A Syracuse (N. Y.) dispatch says a hurri- 
cane yesterday afternoon dd thcusands cf dol- 
lars’ worth of damage. The roofs of four fac- 
tories were blown off. Three men employed 
at the powerhouse of the Lakeside Railroad 
Company were badly injured. 

The St. Petersburg correspondent of the 
London Times says great uneasiness is felt 
over the repetition of last year's failure of 
the harvest. In seven districts of the province 
of Kazan, and largely in the provinces of Sa- 
mara, Sartoff, Simbirsk, Viatka and Perm, 
the crops are almost worthless. Even the 
landed gentry are beginning to ask the gov-, 
ernment for relief, and the prospects of a 
famine are most grave. The Ministers of the 
Interior and of Finance are sending out 
agents to make inquiry and to purchase corn.

W. H. HOLABIRD TO GIVE AN AD- 
DRESS ON THE SUBJECT. 


Chamber of Commerce Adopts Reso- 
Jutions Regarding the Philip- 
pine Islands—President Forman 
Appoints a Committee to Look 
into the Matter—Donations. 


The board of directors of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce met yesterday after- 
noon at 3:15 o’clock, with the follow- 
ing present: Messrs. Cass, Forman, 
Groff, Hooker, Klokke, McKinley, Pat- 
terson, Siegel, Stewart, Story, Van 
Nuys, Vetter and Waters. President 
Forman occupied the chair. Messrs. 
Theobald & Scharwitz, agents An- 
heuser-Busch Brewing Association, 
and James Shultz, lumber importer, 
were elected to membership. 

W. H. Holabird appeared and ad- 
dressed the board on the subject of 
cleaner streets for the city, stating 
that he had taken the matter up per- 
sonally, and desired to address the 
members of the chamber and the mer- 
chants throughout the city upon the 
subject, and requested the use of the 
Assembly Hall for that purpose. The 
same was” granted. Col. Holabird 
stated that he had just returned from 
the East. where he had made the sub- 
ject of street-cleaning a study, and 
he thought that he was able to give 
valuable and concise information that 
would be,yof great advantage toward 
solving the perplexed question of how 
to keep our streets in better condi- 
tion. 

A communication from G. H. A. 
Goodwin calling attention to the fact 
that the Soldiers’ Home has _ pur- 
chased oleomargarine for the use of 
the soldiers instead of butter, was re- 
ferred to the Committee on Manufac- 
tures to investigate and report at the 
next meeting. 3 
A communication was read from W. 
H. Knight, asking the privilege to 
deliver a lecture on the Transsiberian 
Railway, in the assembly-room of the 
Chamber of Commerce. The same was 
granted, provided the lecture was 
made under his own auspices. 

A communication from Mrs. Janet 
McDonald, with reference to establish- 
ing. California headquarters in New 
York, for the purpose of advertising 
this State, was referred to the Com- 
mittee on Immigration. 
Acommunicationfrom the Merchants’ 
and Manufacturers’ Association, call- 
ing attention to resolutions passed by 
that body at their last meeting with 
reference to establishing a United 
States postal express, was referred to 
the Committee on Commerce. 

A communication was read from the 
Chamber of Commerce, San Francisco, 
inclosing a copy of the telegram sent 
to President McKinley, requesting that 
the Seventh Regiment be sent to 
Manila by the Arizona. Director Pat- 
terson offered the following resolution, 
which was unanimously adopted, and 
copies ordered sent to the Chamber of 
Commerce, San Francisco: 

“Resolved, that the thanks of the 
Los Angeles Chamber of Commerce 
are due in full measure, and are 
hereby most earnestly tendered, to the 
San Francisco Chamber of Commerce, 
and to Hugh Craig, the vigorous and 
accomplished president of that organi- 
zation, for the deep and tender inter- 
est shown toward the Seventh Regi- 
ment, and other troops from this sec- 
tion, and for the many services and 
attentions shown to our soldier boys.”’ 

The following resolution was then of- 
fered by Director Patterson, which was 
unanimously adopted: 

“Whereas, the American flag floats 
over a portion of the Philippine ter- 
ritory which now contains the graves 
of some of our brave California boys 
who were killed in battle near Manila, 
and a praiseworthy sentiment would 
Suggest that the flag, when once un- 
should there remain, and, 
whereas, the ultimate status of the 
Philippine Islands is to be d<®rmined 
n the final treaty of peace between 
the United States and Spain, and, 
whereas, it is represented that these 
islands are rich and fruitful, and that 
their possession by the United. States 
might be of possible advantage to the 
business interests of the Pacific Coast; 
therefore be it 

“Resolved, that the president of the 
Los Angeles Chamber of Commerce be, 
and is hereby authorized to appoint 
a committee of five, whose duty it 
shall be to carefully procure and sub- 
mit such facts and data as may en- 
able this board to reach aconclusion as 
to whether the acquisitoin of the Phil- 
ippine Islands by the United States 
can be consummated without detri- 
ment to the dignity and standing of 
the United States among the nations 
of the earth; without danger to our 
institutions through the introduction 
of an alien Asiatic element, which may 
not readily assimilate; and as to what 
effect, if any, the possession of those 
islands would have upon the commer- 
cial and general prosperity of the Pa- 
cific Coast, and, especially, of Southern 
California.”” 

President Forman appointed the fol- 
lowing committee of five: Messrs. 
W. C. Patterson, Abbot Kinney, W. 
H. Holabird, T. E. Gibbon and Harry 
rE. Brook. Regular routine business 
closed the meeting. 

Among the exhibits sent into the 
Chamber of Commerce yesterday was 
a handsome display of tuberoses from 
the Stearns Manufacturing Company; 
semi-tropic fruits consisting of coffee, 
St. John's bread fruit and Mata Zanta, 
from Jacob Miller’s ranch in Ca- 
huenga. Wine peaches from 
ranch of T. P. Herbert, Santa Anita, 
and one of the most attractive and 
unique displays of flowers that have 
been placed in the chamber this sum- 
mer, donated by A. Roedder, Shorb 
Station. consisting of anthuriums, 
shorzeriaums, orchidiums and opioph- 
gar. 

The Banning Company is arranging 
to send to the Omaha Exposition a 
unique and attractive display of half- 
castes of the different varieties of fish 
caught at Catalina.

SECOND DAY’S WORK AT DEN- 
VER OF THE 


Several Interesting Papers Read by 
Representative Men on 
Timely Topics. 


THEIR PATRIOTIC PRINCIPLES. 


GROWTH OF UNITY AND FREEDOM 
NOTICED ON ALL SIDES. 


Instructive Address on the Subject 
of Protection Against the Rais- 
ing of Drafts Read and 

Discussed, 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.) 
DENVER (Colo.,) Aug. 24.—The sec- 
ond day’s session of the twenty-fourth 
annual convention of the American 
Bankers’ Association was called to 
order by President Hendrix at 10 
o'clock with practically a full attend- 
ance of delegates. A call of States 
came first on the day’s programme, 
brief statements being made by repre- 
sentative bankers on general business 
conditions. Without exception, reports 
of unusual prosperity came from all 
parts of the country. 

The remainder of the session was de- 
voted to the resolution of practical 
banking questions. There were four 
general subjects under discussion, 
thirty minutes being allotted for each, 


and only five-minute speeches being 
allowed. 


PATRIOTIC SPIRIT IN BANKERS. 
The discussion was opened by J. D. 
Powers of the First National Bank of 


Owensboro, Ky., who spoke in part as 
follows: 

“Honor, patriotism, reverence, all 
things which our fathers esteemed as 
more precious than gold have not 
departed, but as a rich heritage have 
been transmitted to their sons, and 
stand out as preéminently in the char- 
acter and acts of this generation as 
they shone resplendent in the days 
of the Revolution. Though there is 
necessarily a distinction oetween the 
days of heroism and those of patriot- 
ism, they find unity in the accom- 
plishment of high resolves and noble 
purpose, when uninfluenced by the 
ends of vain glory; or the glamour of 
the deed to be performed. 

“So, looking first at the herolic side 
of patriotism, we see the patriotic spirit 
those who personally answer the 
call of their country for its defense, its 
protection, its honor, its glory, and 
its renown. Without distinction of 
party, place, position or section, they 
consecrate their lives to its glory. 
What is the first great care of a na- 
tion about to engage in war, offensive 
or defensive—to look well to its 
finances, and to see who will sustain the 
government’s credit. Where, and to 
whom, does it look? 

“What spirit is invoked to work out 
the problem but the patriotic spirit 
of bankers? When grim-visaged war 
unrolled his wrinkled and horrid front 
within our happy and _ prosperous 
land the needs of the government were 
promptly met by the bankers of Amer- 
ica, and they gave ungrudgingly of 
their gold for the promises of the na- 
tion, and continued so to do, until, in 
the evil hour of expediency, the then 
Secretary of the Treasury, foisted 
upon the country an emergency money 
which closed the door to the vaults of 
gold. 

“When the present Secretary of the 
Treasury made a_ visit to New York 
prior to the issuance of bonds of the 
government, fifteen of the leading 
bankers of that great financial center 
called in a body upon him and assured 
him of their patriotic desire to see a 
3 per cent. loan not only floated at par, 
but, to enable him to make it a pop- 
ular loan without fear of miscarriage, 
they agreed to take the whole, or any 
part, of the $200,000,000 at par. 
“With this splendid financial back- 
ing the Secretary issued his call for 
subscriptions to the bonds, and almost 
immediately upon its amnouncement 
mearly double the amount of the loan 
was subscribed for. 

“From the heights of Bunker Hill to 
the bloody crest of San Juan one spirit 
animated by love of country has per- 
vaded our soldiers, who no difficulties 
deterred and no danger dismayed. 
Whilst our bankers in the most trying 
moments maintained their courage, 
constancy amd confidence unshaken, al- 
ways ready to uphold the integrity of 
the country at every hazard. 

‘* ‘Whilst o’er us one flag must float, 

One song ascend from every throat, 

That flag, the banner of the free, 

That song, the song of liberty.’ ”’ 
Robert J. Lowry, president of the 
bowry Banking Company, Atlanta, Ga., 
followed Mr. Powers im a paper show- 
ing that bankers have ever beem ready 
to sustain the government with their 
treasure and their blood. He said that 
if every other moneyed class paid as 
just a proportion of taxes as the bank- 
ers the rates of taxation would not be 
one-third what they are. 

THE WAR MESSAGES. 
W. S. Whitman of Atlanta, Ga., said 
in part: 
“This is an educational war. It is 
also a righteous war im that it obliter- 
ates the differemce between brother and 
brother arising out of our civil war. 
I come to you from a land marked by 
many tombs, and whose long saddened 
memories are omce more broken by 
the triumphs of her chivalrous sons, in 
proof of our oft-expressed loyalty to 
the Stars and Stripes. . 
“It is a war of reconciliation. Shall 
the poor man sneer at the rich, simce he 
has seen the charge of El Caney led by 
@ Roosevelt? Shall the Spamiard hate 
his American conqueror, who, after 
taking 25,000 of them prisoners, filled 
their empty stomachs with American 
food and gave them free passage home? 
“This, too, is a uniting war. Did you 
ever see such a Fourth of July as the 
last one?

Then I said we want a new 
song, @ universal anthem, and the sub- 
ject of it shall be: ‘God Save the Queen 
Under the Star Spangled Banner in My 
Country "Tis of Thee Way Down South 
in Dixie.’ This is what I call big divi- 
dends from the front. Yes, it is a 4i- 
vine war, for we find ourselves doubly 
freed in our endeavor to secure free- 
dom to our neighbors.” 

Cornelius S. Pugsley, president of the 
West Chester County National Bank of 
Peekskill, moved that the following 
teegram be sent to the President: 

“The American Bankers’ Associa-

experiments and investigations 
pointed very clearly to the fact. that 
nothing could either be printed or 
written on paper that could not also 
be removed from it. .The protections 
now in use were by no means worth- 
less, but singly or in combination they 
might be said to have been ‘‘weighed 
in the balance and found wanting.’’ 

If they were to get genuine protec- 
tion—a protection that protects—he 
believed they must look for it below 
the surface of the paper. As $30 
might be said to be the maximum 
amount for which drafts were bought 
for the purpose of alterations, he sug- 
gested a water mark “limit five hun- 
dred dollars’? with such further de- 
signs worked all through the parr 
as to render successful cutting and 
patching impossible. They would thus 
remove the danger that lurked in all 
small drafts being raised to a number 
of hundreds\or thousands. e also 
suggested the use of coupons indica- 
tive of the hundreds on‘ the. right 
hand side of the draft. If a forger 
found it difficult now when only a 
lithographic stone and paper, easily 
obtainable, were meeded to counter- 
feit a draft it was manifest that the 
adoption of water marked would add 
immensely to his problem. The man- 
ufacturer of such paper must, of 
course, be under the charge of some 
such body as the association. 

The question discussed by Mr. An- 
derson, with the suggestions made,’ 
was referred to the executive coun- 
cil for such action as it may decide 
upon.

THEN LET US FIGHT. 


SPAIN PROPOSES TO DEMUR TO 
AMERICA’S TERMS, 


The Generosity of the President Ap- 
parently Wasted on the Blind 
and Bull-headed Sons of the 
Iberian Peninsula, 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. } 

LONDON, Aug 25.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] A dispatch to the Standard from 
Madrid, by way of France, says: 

“A very unfavorable impression has 
been caused in Madrid by telegrams 
attributing to President McKinley the 
intention of instructing the peace com- 
missioners to, insist upon the cession 
of Luzon; that American commerce 
should have the same footing as the 
Spanish in the Philippines, and that 
Spain should pledge itself that none 
of the Spanish colonies should be ceded 
to European powers. If such are the 
intentions of the United States govern- 
ment, the negotiations are very sure to 
be laborious, even if an undertanding 
is ever arrived at. The Spaniards con- 
sider the cession of Luzon, their best 
and most important island, to be a 
death-blow to their prestige and sov- 
eriegnty in these regions, and that it 
would be irretrievably weakened by 
the presence of Americans in the heart 
of their colonies. 

“Commercial equality with the Uni- 
ted States in the archipelago would 
annul the only advantage and com- 
pensation which they might have ex- 
pected to have derived for the cost 
and sacrifices which have been neces- 
sary to maintain their rule in the 
archipelago. The separation of church 
and state would be most unpalatable 
to most Spaniards, and would create 
great difficulties in their relations with 
the Vatican and the church, let alone 
the public religious orders in Spain, 
which are always disposed to side with 
Don Carlos against the present dy- 
nasty. 

“Last, but not least, any pledge to 
refrain from ceding any part to the 
powers would displease many states- 
men and people of all classes, who are 
daily more and more inclined to ad- 
vocate the sale of the Spanish archi- 
pelago, aind to the highest bidder, espe- 
cially to continental powers most likely 
to be in a position to arrest the growth 
of American political and commercial 
influences in the Far East.” 


MAY CATCH IT. 


Probabilities for a Foreign Mix- 


up in Spain.

LONDON, Aug. 25.—The Times Ma- 
drid correspondent says: 

“The recent articles in the Times, rec- 
ommending the annexation of the Phil- 
ippines by America, are attracting 
much attention here, They are re- 
garded as confirming current rumors 
about a secret agreement between the 
Cabinets at London and Washington 
for joint action in the Far East. In 
any case, it is feared that the rap- 
prochement which unquestionably ex- 
ists contains the germs of great inter- 
national complications. Three months 
ago, when Spain suddenly found herself 
alone, face to face with a powerful an- 
tagonist, such a prospect would have 
been hailed with delight, because it 
was believed that in a general im- 
broglio she would be sure to find allies. 
Now the political situation is better un- 
derstood, and fears are expressed that 
in a general conflict of the great pow- 
ers, whatever the result, Spain would 
have to pay les pots casses. 

“El Liberal publishes a significant 
article in this sense. Trying to fore- 
cast the immediate future, it says: 

“"Two contingencies are possible: 
Either the great powers will come to 
an agreement about their respective 
spheres of influence, or there will be a 
great war, in which England will play 
a leading part against 
France. In the former case, Spain 
would lose the Philippines, because 
they would be included in the partition. 
In the latter case, England would be- 
gin by an attempt to get possession of 
the keys of the Mediterranean, includ- 
ing Ceuta and the Balearic Islands, 
which may be regarded as the keyhole. 

“*This possibility of a strugle for 
naval supremacy in the Mediterranean 
at some time in the near future, gives 
certain importance to reports of new 
forts in the vicinity of Gibraltar and 
diplomatic correspondence there anent. 
Neither Spain nor England, however, 
can be supposed to have any aggressive 
designs, and if we read between the 
lines of certain very guarded semi-offi- 
cial statements we must conclude that 
the Spanish government has recently 
received from London some positive 
assurances on this point. Spain must, 
it is said, maintain her elementary 
richts to national self-defense, but she 
has pet present sufficient diplomatic 
difficulties on hand to prevent her cre- 
atihe additional complications.’ ”’
